TUB Silver State, of the 20tb, raises 


this question: 


The eligibility of Mr. Stewart to the 


United States Senatorship is now being 
discussed by the legal fraternity. The 
Constitutional amendment just adopted 
requires ona year's actual, not construct- 
ors, residence in the State, as one of 
the qualifications of an elector. This 
amendment is now a part of our State 
Constitution, becoming such as soon aa 
a majoiity of the votes cast at the elec- 
tion ratified it. Th» Constitution also 
provides that "no person shall be eli- 
gible to any office who is not a quali- 
fied elector under this Constitution," 
anil the Constitution of the United 
States provides that "no person shall be 
a United States Senator who shall not 
bav& attained to the ags uf thirty years, 
and been nine yettrs a citiztn of the 
0nited States, and who shall not wh«n 
elected bs an inhabitant of that State 
lot which he shall have boeu chosen.' 
Tha Court* hare defined the word "in- 
habitant," as used in tha Federal Con- 
stitution, as a bona fide member of the 
SUte, subject to all the regulations qf 
law, and entitled to all privileges and 
advantages under the law. 


Under the Constitution of Nevada, as 


amended by vote of the people it the 
election on the 2d instant, a person cau 
not be a qualified elector unless he has 
been an actual resident of the Stute for 
ou» year, and he can not be "entitled to 
all privileges aud advantages nnder the 
law" unless he ia a qualified elector. A 
Senator must, therefore, when elacted, 
be an "inhabitant" -that \s, a qualified 
elector—of tha State, entitled to all the 
privileges and advantages aud subject to 
all the regulations that are by la» con- 
ferred upon the citizens of the Stute. 


Now the question, is W. M. Stewart 


an inhabitant—thut is, a qualified elect- 
or—of Navadn? presents itself. 
The 


Constitution, as amended requires pas 
year's actual residence in the Stats as 
one of the qualifications of an elector. 
Dees Mr. Stewart possess that qualifi- 
cation? Thai depends upon the time 
lie returned from California with his 
family to reside in Nevada, which, ac- 


cording to the Carson papers,-was about 
eight months ago. He is, therefore, not 
a "bona fide member of the State, sub- 
ject to all the regulations of tha law, 
and entitled to all privileges and advan- 
tages under th» Tiw." 
It is a significant fact that at tha very 


lima that an imported candidate, who 
who has not been an actual resident of 
the State for more than eight months, 
is being forced upon the people of Ne 
vada for United States Senator by cor- 
poration coin, the electors «t the ballot- 
box should almost unanimously declare 
that one yenrs' residence in tha State is 
necessary to become a voter. 


Ta-d»y, under the amended Constitu- 


tion, a person is not eligible for the office 
of constable unless he has been an actual 
resident of the State for one year, yet a 
detormmod eflort is being made by thp 
moieyod powers, seconded by coipora- 
tion newspapers, to force upon the peo- 
ple of Nevada for United States Senator 
a man who has not the constitutional 
qualifications lor Constable, and this, 
too, in the fnce oi a, "home rule" reso- 
lution adopted less than two months 
ago in a State Convention, and indorsed 
by every Republican candidate tor the 
Legislature.

Plant. 


The Virginia Footlight 
The Reno reduction works are situ- 


ated a mile east of R«no and 100 yards 
sonth of the C. P. track, with two side- 
tracks running to the works fioin the 
east and from the west. 


The plant consists of a complete sam- 


pling works, a rock breaker, a 10-stamp 
dry crushing battery with room arranged 
for 10 more stamps, a drying furnace, a 
40-ton Howell improved white roasting 
and chlorodizing furnace, five pune with 
settlers, retorts and other appliances, 
and a 30-ton water jacket smelter with a 
Bnker-blower and other furnace appur- 
tenances, all driven by a 52-inch im- 
proved Lnffel turbine wheel. 


The building is upon the level of the 


railroad truck and slopes down the river 
bank for the ftdvantageon.3 automatical 
h'ludhag of ores. 


Tho sampling room is divided in many 


cnoipaituients for the storage of ores 
and it, 35x100 fest. Tha dryer, roaster 
and battery are below this, in a room 
4.0x100. The next step below are the 
puns and settlers, in Ihe east end of 
which room is the water-jacket furnace. 
This room is 40-100. Tho Laft'el wheel 
is 50 feet to the lear of the pun room, 
and the power is taken from the wheel 
shaft to a counter shaft and thence to 
the line shaft by means of grooved pul- 
leys and wire rope. 


The mill will be lighted by electricity; 


in fact the Laffel wheel will supply the 
electri ity for the new lleno electric 
works. 


The dam in the Trvokeo to raise the 


water into the ditch and fluma is 900 
feet from the mill, and built substan- 
tially of grani'e and timber. The flume 
is 12 feet wide aud 3 feet deep, end will 
furnish water nower for another similar 
turbine wheel, which the company cal- 
culates to put in when tbe business 
warrants it. There is plenty of room m 
the building to put in additional M tumps, 
paos, rock-breakers and watei-jacketa. 


The ores ara dumped from tbe cars 


into the bins. In this room for samp- 
ling there is a small rock-breaker, grind- 
ing and sizing machines. The ore is 
Ul>en from the bins to the rock-breaker 
ana there crushed. It drops into a 
double chute. If it can be amalgamated 
by thu fies milling piocess it comes ont 
of one opening ot tbe chute into an ele- 
vator which rnnvejH it direct to the 
hopper • f th« bit 1' ry \vbtne it'is ciushed 
ubd rsi'ncni bj the regular milling pro- 
c i ss. 
If it leutiiirs rousting it falls in 


i he other uh'Ue and passes through a 
tliyer and thence to the feedeis at the 
bntterv where it is crushed into an im 
pi'liublo powder, and then conveyed in 
IiUi manner to the cooling floor where 
it is 'ooled w.ch waUi, and then passed 
in pans and settleis as in the free mill- 
ing process. 


Ores containing a certain peieentnge 


of lend which cannot be lemoved by 
lonsting' will be, worked by the water- 
jacket. This will be supplied with a 
rocU -biealier untl the oro will iirst puss 
through that and tbnn, if iiPces->a>y, it 
will be put through tho roasting furnace 
and desulphunzed. It is mode into 
pioper chaiges then and mixed with 
their proper fluxes mvl fod into tlii* fni- 
nace and smelted. The product of tho 
fnrnucs is lead containing silver and 
gold. This material will be shipped to 
either Salt Lake, Denver or San Fran- 
cisco to be refined,
